Can it be proved that 
the fall In the price of certain articles 
of agricultural produce is due to the 
appreciation of gold ? Now I think if 
it were due to the appreciation of gold, 
surely the fall of value in the prices of 
articles would be universal and uni- 
form. But that is absolutely contrary 
to the fact. There are some articles 
of agricultural produce which have 
fallen very largoly. Wheat has fallen 
50 per cent, comparing the prices of 
the decade between 1865 and 1875 
with the prices between 1891 and 1895. 
Other articles have lallon less — barley 
32 per cent ., oats 25 per cent., wool 
per cent. The best classes of beef and 
mutton have falllen much less; mut- 
ton has fallen only 8 per cent. Cheese 
has fallen 15 per cent, butter 10 per 
cent., hay 16 per cent., straw and 
poultry not at all — I believe poultry 
has actually risen. May not there he 
a reason for this fall in prices which 
has absolutely nothing whatever to do

A New York Journal's Advice to 
Growers of Burley 



TOO MUCH CHEAP TOBACCO. 



The tobacco Leaf, a leading tobacco 
journal of New York says 1 

"As the season approaches for the 
planting of this year's Burley crop, 
there are a great many facts in 
nection with it that ought to be taken 
into consideration by the vast arm 
of growers throughout the Burley dis- 
trict. Unless they |if| hold to ad 
vice and suggestions established by 
facts and figures, they will only con- 
tinue present conditions and probably 
make them worse by growing another 
large and inferior crop of tobacco. 

"It i« well known that the landi 
which Burley has been raised have 
deteriorated bv reason of the succes- 
sive crops grown year alter year. The 
farmer's attempt to grow such a large 
acreage has only resulted in crops of 
inferior quality, especially in the last 
three or four years . The general de- 
pression in business throughout the 
country and the idleness of the wage 
earners has created a demaml for a 
cheaper grade of chawing and smok- 
ing tobacco and these crops, being 
principally of low and inferior grades 
have supplied in a larger measure this 
demand. But the demand has not 
been large enough in proportion, to 
consume the vast quantities raised, 
hence the stocks have accumulated in 
the open markets of (he United States, 
aud ou March 1, 1896, the stocks of 
leaf in this country were 106,000 hhds. 
as against 85,500 hhds . for the same 
t year, showing an increase ot 
21.000 hhcls. 

"A careful study of the total oftt 
ings of burley, both in Cincinnati ai 
Lc-uiBVille. for this year to date will 
show an average of less than five 
cents and the average of the new 
(1895) crop alone in the two markets 
for the same time will show consider- 
ibly less. After deducting the ex- 
penses aud charges of preparing for 
market'aiid selling this tobacco, it is 
well known that it would not pay to 
grow it at these figures, and the farm- 
er is simply losing money. The re- 
cent failure of one of the most promiu- 

is in itself sufficient to demonstrate 
this fact . 

'The starting of the new warehouse 
in Lexington, Ky., or a new ware- 
house anywhere is not going to Im- 
prove matters one iota. Tho growei 
is the most important factor in thin 
whole situation, and he slone can 
hange the conditions and produce 
better state of affairs. It is simply n 
\ to this that he must plant lei 
;co; and when he does this, let 
him take every precautiou to improve 
he quality of the reduced acreage. 
With the growing of a superior crop 
of tobacco this year, and with the im- 
proved condition of business in the 
try which will probably soon de- 
velop, he may chauge the existing 
state of affairs. 

It is a well-known fact that con- 
sumers of tobacco are getting a little 
tired of cheap plug, aud with an im- 
provement in business and better 
wages for the laborers, they will nat- 
urally want abetter chew. If a 
crop ef tobacco were raised this year, 
it would certainly bring belter prices 
than an inferior one ; and great man- 
ufacturers who desire to put higher 
grades ot chewing on the market will 
be able to do so. With the de 
a change among chewers. the condi- 
tions that now prevail would b<i en- 
tirely changed and better prices at 
once established for leaf. This would 
develop If the crop were of good 
lality. 

"The foundations for better com- 
ercial and huaucial conditions in the 
untry that are now developing 
would prepare the demand for just 
iucIi a crop ot tobacco if the farmers 
would grow it, and they would reap 
tho benefit ot intelligent efl'irts in this 
line. But thoy cannot proceed on the 
presumption that tobacco is going to 
get higher under the existing condi 
tion of things unless they are willing 
help change matters by planting 
less tobacco, by giving it greater care 
and attention and doing everythii.giu

ARIZONA'slroUNTAIN PUZZLE 



Is It a Hole Through an Inacces 
sible Peak, or Only a Natur 
al Mirror 

For the last half century the 
American residents of Tucson, 
Arizona, have been trying to solve 
a mystery in the shape of what ap- 
pears to be it hole through a 
mountain peak in plain sight from 
the town. In the rarified ail it 
looks to be only a short distance 
away, when in reality it is at leust 
forty miles. The earliest residents 
noticed the phenomenon, and the 
only dilticulty that lav in the way 
of finding out just what it was, was 
the fact that it was inaccessible, 
and when they came anywhere near 
the spot the hole disappeared from 
sight. In fact, it can only be seen 
from within a few miles of Tucson, 
and this has led many people to be- 
lieve that it is not a hole at all. 

By the aid of a good marine tel 
eseope the mountain can be brought 
to within a few miles, but not near 
enough to tell the exact nature of 
the rock formation. An astronom- 
ical telescope can not be focused 
on it. as the niount. H in is tec scar.
